The 
funeral of one of the pioneer 


Christian women cf Macon county, the 
late Mrs. Jane Daly, who was generally 
known as "Grandma Duly," took place on 
Sunday, October 9th, from her late home 
3J miles west of Decatur. The services 
were conducted by the Rev. Father Cris- 
sey, of this city, and the remains were 
laid in their last resting place in the 
Bulchelder cemetery in Harristown town- 
ship, in the presence of a large gathering 
of friends and relatives. 


The deceasd was born in Juniata coun- 


ty, Pennsylvania, on June 3, 1792, and 
died after a brief illness, of old age and 
general debility on Friday, October 7, 
1881, in the 90ih year of her age. Mrs. 
Daly settled in tbie county in the year 
1840, and resided here continuously 41 
years. She had been an earnest and con- 
sistent member of the Christian church 
for over 40 years, and was beloved by all 
who knew her. She was a loving moth- 
er and true woman, a constant friend and a 
kind and generous neighbor. She leaves 
four children to mourn her loss,— Miss 
Eliza Daly, Hardy Daly, Mrs. W. J. Us- 
rey, of this city, and Albert Daly; of 
Belle Plain, Sumner county, Kansas. 
Nineteen grand children and thirteen 
great grand children survive the deceased. 
Mrs. Daly was married in Pennsylvania 
and came lo this county with eight chil- 
dren, three of whom died within the 
past two jears. The husband died in this 
county in 1841, soon after the familv came 
to Illinois.

the call for the convention. 


Ex-Speaker Sbarpe,in a short speech, 


proposed Hon. Frank Hiscock as tem- 
porary chairman. The speech was cold- 
ly received, and Mr. Hiscock, with con- 
siderable warmth, declined. 


Tbeo. M. Pomeroy, of Cayuga, then 


proposed that as Hi&cock's name bad 
been proposed against his wishes, that 
Senator Warner Miller be nominated as 
temporary 
chairman.

great cheering, the ayes and nays were 
ordered. The vote resulted as follows :

The disease which recently broke oat 


among horses, and spread with inrpris- 
ing rapidity from one lo another of sev- 
eral leading cities of the wett, it otlled 
tbe "pink eye." 
A well-known veterin- 


ary surgeon says that when tbe disease 
is in its incipient stages, the eyes and 
nose of tbe affected animal are marked 
by watery discharges; the pulse becomes 
accelerated, assuming in some eases a 
degree of fullness, and the animal shows 
much uneasiness, shifting from foot to 
foot, snatching the feet from the ground, 
or even stamping and pawing. 
Tbe 


flanks begin to heave; the mouth in 
particular, and the general surface be- 
comes hotter; tbe interior of tbe nos- 
trils varies from dull redness to a psle 
purplish hue, with beat and tenderness; 
the eyes are swollen and partly closed, 
and upon examination tbe BODJnnctivs, 
will be found soffueedly red; tbe glands 
of the nether jaw, as well M those of 
the throat (which is inflamed and tore) 
and neck, become generally affected, so 
that tbe swelling and irritation render 
mastication and deglutition Terr pain- 
ful and difficult. 
Drinking and eating 


are painful. 
As the inflammatory stage 


begins to expend its violence, a debili- 
tated stage, characterized by swelling 
in various parts of tbe body and of tbe 
legs in particular, with wavering, un- 
certain movement and exhaustion, which' 
compels the animal to lean somewhere 
for support. This is not, however, a 
period which should excite apprehen- 
sion, and will in most cases under prop- 
er management be quickly followed by 
the subsidence of the symptoms gener- 
ally. 
But if the discharges generally 


should become mingled with blood, or 
become more and more offensive, and tbe 
excrements in particular should evince 
symptoms as attendant upon excessive 
and protracted relaxation, &o., the dis- 
ease may have reached a serious crisis. 
Sometimes we have occasion to observe 
the appearance of symptoms indicative 
of incipient inflammation of tbe lungs, 
such as a sunken, painstricken appear- 
ance, wi:h intense and vivid redness of 
the nostrils (internally), and icy cold- 
ness of the extremities. 
If,* on tbe 


other band, the early symptoms above 
described are the forerunners of the 
worst form of oatarrbal disease (which 
is analogous to tbe murrain of cattle) 
or putrid malignant influenza, it will 
quickly be succeeded by a putrid odor, 
emanating from all tbe discharges, and 
of the breath, by total suspension of 
feeding, by small, feeble and hurried 
pulse, and very shortly by a rapid de- 
composition. 


President Arthur. 


There was at one time an impression, 


very sedulously cultivated by a certain 
portion of the press, that President 
Arthur was merely a third rate politi- 
cian, with neither intelligence, learning 
or taste.' 
It was actually supposed by 


a good many, and even by not a few 
Republicans, that be was scarcely fit to 
associate with gentlemen. 
But recent 


events have necessarily occasioned such 
comments upon bis qualifications as 
have tended 
very generally to dispel 


the erroneous impressions to which we 
refer. 
The New York Commercial ex- 


presses the opinion that "President 
Arthur is better informed about Ameri- 
can potitics than any other man who 
has occupied the executive chair of tbe 
nation." 
This may seem like a toler- 


ably strong statement, but tbe same 
paper says further: "He has given more 
time to the study of the founders of 
tbe government and the public men of 
tbe country than any member of his 
cabinet, not even excepting Secretary 
Blaine, who is a political encyclopaedia. 
President Arthur has been a book-worm 
all his life, and unlike most men who 
toil o'er books and consume tbe mid- 
night gas, he has mingled largely in 
the strife and turmoil of daily life. But 
few men are his superiors in historical 
reading, tbe classics, and belles lettres. 
It is a great mistake to suppose because 
he has been an active worker in politics 
that be is not a student and a mm of , 
culture." which is undoubtedly true. 
Mr. Arthur's "letter of acceptance" was 
an admirably written document, and 
tbe brief inaugural address be delivered 
at tbe capiiol the other day has been 
remarked upon as not only excellent in 
tone, but as superior in point of liter- 
ary style. 
Upon this point the New 


York Sun, which is politically opposed 
to the President, makes these comments: 
"President Arthur has produced two 
state papers of importance—bis letter 
of last fall accepting tbe nomination, 
and tbe brief address which be deliv- 
ered on taking the oath of office in tbe 
capitol at Washington. Both of these 
documents arc superior to the ordinary 
run of such compositions, showing a 
breadth of conception and A felicity, of 
expression which are rare in our presi- 
dential literature. 
If he continues as 


he has begun, President Arthur will be 
known f>e one of tbe best writers among 
all the occupants of the presidency." 


Ex GOVERNOR ROUTT is looming up 


as a candidate for an important cabinet 
position—that of secretary of the in- 
terior. 
There seems now, to be a fair

Interesting Letter from Michigan. 


CAMP DECOTA, MICH., ) 


October 8, 1881. 
J 


EDS. REPUBLICAN :—Knowing that 


most every one in the country reads 
your valuable paper, I have taken this 
plan to save stationery and to let our 
families know what we are doing. 


In the first place, i must give you 


some description of our camp. 
We are 


located on tbe outlet of a very nice 
lake, and about one hundred yards from 
the dam, or lock ; we have our tents 
located on the east side of the little 
creek, near the foot of the hill. We 
have splendid drinking water, and at 
tbe same time good wash-water, for the 
lake water is soft. 
We have plenty of 


good wood near tbe camp , our tents 
stand in'tbe form of an L, with our camp 
fire in tbe angle. 
Mr. Park has tbe 


honor of managing our camp (Camp 
Decota.) 
He bas also done some splen- 


did bunting, but says he thinks bis legs 
are too short for this boggy country. 


I will now try and give you the items 


as'recorded io our great book of rec- 
ords. We struck camp on Tuesday. 
Oot. 4; on Wednesday we began work 
in earnest to see who should be the offi 
cere. 
There is an ancient and honora- 


ble custom amongst hunters that he 
wbo kills tbe first deer shall be captain 
of the company. 
Tbe boys were all 


out bright and early for tbe chase, and 
tbe way the brush cracked showed that 
there was blood in their eyes. It was 
Soon noised around camp that Captain 
Wm. H. Starr was tbe lucky man, for 
he bad killed two deer from tbe same 
log. 
I will say just here that Captain 


Starr located himself on a large pine 
log, about one and a half miles from 
camp. 
Soon he heard something rat- 


tling ic tbe bushes, and to bis aston- 
ishment two deer appeared before him. 
The first shot he killed tbe fawn, and 
the gun kicked him off the log, head 
over heels; 
but, jumping up again, 


quicker than thought, his steady aim 
brought down the second one. 
We feel 


proud of so brave a captain. So endeth 
tbe first day's work. 


On the second day in the afternoon, 


it was suggested by Mr. Shellabarger 
that we have a deer drive, as Deoota, 
our Indian guide, was now ready. 
So 


we all took up our guns and followed 
after the Indian guide in single file. 
When out from camp about one mile, 
Decota said,"Here is one good stand; get 
on that log and look this way sharp." 
Mr. Culp took tbe first stand, and about 
200 yards was the second station, and 
repeated until all were stationed. 
De- 


cota then picked upon our captain to 
help him in the drive. 
In a few min- 


utes I was very much annoyed by the 
barking of a dog, but soon heard tbe 
crack of a gun at tbe bead of the drive, 
which told us tbat George Stare was 
First Lieutenant of our honorable com- 
pany, and a tip-top good one he will 
make, for be is ever on the 
alert. 


Messrs. Mills and Conklin were the 
first to bring fish into oamp. They 
caught about a dozen very fine black 
bass and a few striped perch. 
Mr. 


JBrockway fried them for supper, and 
without a dissenting voice they were 
pronounced the finest in tbe 
world. 


The boys have just come from another 
drive. 
Lieutenant Stare drew the first 


blood, but Mr. Priest was tbo lucky man, 
making him our Second Lieutenant. 
This brings us up to Saturday noon : so 
endeth tba first week.

solid hunting. 
Ho is getting terribly 


in earnest, and says he is going to eel 
on a deer trail and sit up all night but 
what he will get one.

Tbe senators-elect, Messrs. Aldrich, 


Lapbam and Milicr,occupied seats upon 
tbe floor on tbe Republican side. 


Tbe senate vas called to order by Mr. 


Hajris, who, after prayer by Chaplain 
Bollock, alluded in a feeling 
man- 


ner to the late President Garfield, Sen- 
ator Bnroside and Secretary Burob, 
•aid: "I bave been requested by a num- 
ber of senators on both sides of tbe 
chamber to call tbe senate to order. If 
ibere be no objection, I will call tbe 
senate to order, tbat we may proceed 
with its business. Tbe senate will 
please come to order, and tbe clerk will 
report to tbe senate tbe message of tbe 
president convening this session of tbe 
senate."

Tbe credentials having been read, 


Senator Edmunds moved that the oath 
of office be administered to those gen- 
tlemen by Senator Anthony, tbe senior 
•cnator. 


Mr. Edmunds said that no reason had 


been given why the senators-elect should 
not be allowed to take part ia the or- 
ganization of the senate, and he there- 
fore tooved to amend Mr. Pendletoo's 
resolution by providing for the immedi- 
ate qualification of the incoming mem- 
bers, the oath of office to be adminis- 
tered by Senator Anthony. 


Mr. Pendleton moved to lay the mo- 


tion on the table. Carried—yeas 36, 
nays 34. 


Senator Davis, of Illinois, voted with 


tbe Republicans. 
Senator Mahone did 


not vote^od Platt and Fair were paired. 


The amendment offered by Mr. Ed- 


munds gave rise to a short discussion, 
but was finally rejected—yeas 33, nays 
34; Mahone, and Davis, of Illinois, 
TOticg with tbe Republicans.

Charles Foster elected Governor of Ohio 
His majority is now placed at 15,000, 
with both branches of the legislature 
Republican. 


CINCINNATI, 0, Oct. 11.—The elec- 


tion is quiet, and the weather fair. The 
vote is light, but the carriages are out 
everywhere. Both predominant parties 
are active in rallying voters, and the 
temperance party is working energeti- 
cally. 


COLUMBUS, Out. 11.—At 3 to-day 


half to two-thirds ol tbe vote of the 
city has not been cast. It is known a 
heavy vote was polled between 3 and 6 
p. m. This, however, will Dotjbriog the 


local vote up to 1881. 


Forty-four townships 
show a net 


Democratic, gain of 85. Total temper- 
ance vote, 247. 
At tbe same rate tbe 


the temperance vole will be about 10,- 
000. 
Comparisons are based on the 


October election, 1880, for secoretary of 
state. 


10.10 p. m —One hundred and sixty 


wards and preoicots show a net Demo- 
cratic gain ot 273. 
There are 2,232 


wards and precincts in the state. 
At 


that rate Bookwalter will gain in the 
state less than 4,000, which would leave 
Foster's majority 15,000. 


COLUMBUB, Oct. 11.—Geo. K. Nash, 


chairman of the republican state com- 
mittee, declines to claim anything yet 
except that tbe Republicans have car- 
ried the stile. Clark Irvine, chairman 
of the Democratic state central otm nit- 
tee, says the indications now are that 
Foster's plurality will be about 8,000, 
and the legislature will depend upon 
the result in Cincinnati and Hamilton 
county. 


1 30 a. m—Five hundred and forty- 


three wards and precincts show a net 
Democratic gain of 1,139. This ratio 
throughout tbe state will give Foster 
over 14,000 plurality. The Republi- 
cans claim three or four doubtful mem- 
bers of tbe legislature, and one, if not 
both, branches of that body. A very 
large Republican gam was made at the 
Soldiers' Home at Dayton. 


TOLEDO, Oct. 11.—The amount of 


scratching is remarkable. On the coun- 
ty ticket the Democrats and Nationals 
combined against the Republicans — 
Fourteen precincts give Foster 163 ma- 
jorit, a loss of 308. 
The Democrats 


claim the election of tbe entire county 
ticket, but the Republicans do not con- 
cede it. Tbere is little doubt that tbe 
representatives arc both Republicans. 
This senatorial district is in doubt, 
with a probability of one Republican 
and one Democrat. 


CINCINNATI, Oct. 11.—Returns have 


been received from tbe head of the 
ticket in Hamilton county from 15 of 
tbe 95 precincts. Three of these show 
a Republican gain of 245. 
From this 


it is estimated that Foster will have a 
majority of 2,300 in the county. 
If 


this is reached there is a probability 
that the Republican legislative ticket 
may be elected. 


DBS MOINES, Oct. 11.—The total 


poll of Iowa last year was 321,000. 
Partial reports from nine counties indi- 
cate there will be a falling off probably 
of 60,000. In this city only 3,162 
votes were polled, a falling off of over 
800 since last year. The tickets are 
badly scratched, and will take nearly 
all night to count them. 
It has rained 


all day here, and is reported general 
throughout the state. The indications 
are that not two-thirds of a vote has 
been cast. Hard storms and high winds 
are now prevailing, and probably will 
prevent getting many returns to-night, 
especially as in this state none of the 
ballots are counted until after the polls 
are closed. 


WARSHALTOWN, IA , Oct. 11.—The 


vote is very light. 
No returns yet of 


the city. Tbe indications are that the 
Democrats have elected J. M.Gilchrist, 
county supervisor. All Republicans 
will receive the usual majorities. 


DE MOINES, Oct. 11.—Returns come 


in slowly, owing to the storm. 
The 


Stale Register has partial returns from 
nineteen counties, which show a falling 
off of 25 per cent, of the total vote. 
The parties sustain about an equal 
relative loss. These returns are mainly 
from scattering townships. 
Only two 


counties are reported with any general 
returns. One of them, Webster, is rep- 
resented as electing Wright, Republi- 
can, (o the legislature, the first Repub- 
lican since 1869. 
Jasper reports the 


whole Republican ticket elected. The 
legislature two years ago stood 81 Re- 
publicans to 19 Democrats in the house, 
and 41 Republicans to 9 Democrats in 
the senate.
